Doubts Plan 
In Chicago, Earl C. Smith, vice 
president of the American Farm 
Bureau federation, expressed doubt 
a plan for applying price ceilings to 
livestock could be devised. 
At the same time, he added that 
farmers of the midwestern region 
most likely would not object to re­ 
moval of the 110 per cent limita- 
tation and substituting for it a pro- 
vision that would restrict the plac­ 
ing of any ceiling below that nec­ 
essary to assure an average parity 
price return during the particular 
sea onal marketing period. 
In urging its repeal, Wickard said 
the 110 per cent limitation was be­ 
ing used by many other groups "to 
prove that farmers are asking for 
m re than their fair share."
